WITH THE CANADIAN’ RAIDING FORCE RETURNING 
FROM DIEPPE, Aug. 19 (Delayed).—For eight raging hours under 


intense Nazi fire from dawn until 


a sweltering afternoon, I watched 


Canadian troops fight the blazing, bloody battle of Dieppe. 


-¥ saw them go through this big- 
gest of the war's raiding opera- 
tions in wild scenes that crowded 
helter-skelter one upon another in 


crazy sequence. 
There was the furious.attack by 


German E-boats while the Cana- 
dians moved in on Dieppe’s 
beaches, landing by the dawn’s 
half-light. As the Canadian bat- 
Aalions stormed through the flash- 
ing inferno of Nazi defenses, fire 


poured from huge tanks that 
rolled into the fight. 
Dive Bombers Blast at Boat. 

I spent the grimmest 20 ‘min- 
utes of my life with one unit when 
a rain of German machine gun fire 
wounded half the men in our boat. 
Only a miracle saved us from 
apnihilation, 

A few hours later there was the 
spine-chilling experience of a dive- 
bombing attack by seven Stukas 
that spotted our landing craft 
waiting offshore to re-embark the 
fighting men. 

Our boat was thrown about like 
a cork by their seven screeching 
bombs that plunged into the water 
around us and exploded in gigan- 
tic cascades. 

There was the lashing of ma- 


chine gun fire from another Nazi 


aircraft and the thunder of the 
anti-aircraft fire that sent them 
hustling off. 
Warships Shell Targets Ashore. 
Over our heads in the blue, cloud- 
flecked French sky were fought 
the greatest air engagements since 
the Battle of Britain, dogfights 
carried on to a dizzy accompani- 
ment of planes exploding in the 
air, diving down to flames or 


plummeting into the sea from 


thousands of feet. 

Hour after hour the guns of 
the supporting warships sent sal- 
voes at targets ashore, where by 
now our tanks also were in violent 
action. 

Unearthly noises rumbled up and 
down the French coast, shrouded 
for miles in smoke screens cover- 
ing the fleet. 

There was heroism at sea and 
in the skies in those hours, but the 
hot spot- was ashore, where the 
Canadians fought at close quar- 
ters with the Nazis. They fought 
to the end with courage and dar- 
ing. *R 

When they approached Dieppe it 
was an arsenal of coastal defense. 
When they left Dieppe it was 
afire, its ruins and its dead lying 
under a smoky shroud. 

Departure From British Port. 

The operation against Pieppe 
started from a British port Tues- 
day evening. 

I boarded a ship which also car- 
ried a royal regiment from To- 
ronto. It was 7 p. m. Only then 
were we told that Dieppe was our 
destination. 

The Royals took it cooly enough. 
They had been trained with the 
rest of the force for several months 
on combined operations for just 
such a job. 

Maps, mosaics and photographs 
of Dieppe were issued, and as the 
boats put to sea with other ships 
of the raiding fleet the troops were 
“briefed” in their. tasks. 

It was a muggy night, but the 
sky was clear and the sea calm. 
It was combined operations 
weather. | 

Below deck the men sat around, 
cleaning weapons, fusing grenades 
and loading magazines of Sten, 
Bren and tommy guns. 

In the darkness the flotilla 
formed: Shadowy tank-landing 
craft that looked like oil. tankers, 
a score of small assault boats, de- 
stroyers, gunboats, motor launches 
and torpedo boats. 

Change to Assault Boats. 

A few officers in the raiding 
party drank some beer with the 
ship captain and chatted about 
everything except the operation. 
We had a snack of bully beef, 
bread and butter with tea and then 
went over the side into an assault 
craft. 

After leaving the mother ships, 
our flotilla of little craft took po- 
sitions in a line astern. The Cana- 
dians were to land at Puits, one 
mile east of Dieppe and establish 
themselves in that flanking area. 
. Just as we were pushing away 
from the mother ship an old Brit- 
ish tar whispered to us: | 

“Cheerio, laddies, best luck. Give 


that this was only another of those 
familiar exercise when at 4:10 
a. m., about 50 minutes before we 
were due to hit the beach, @ flare 
arched over the channel. 

Tracer bullets followed quickly, 
long green and red streaks mark- 
ing their paths. They wete too 
close for comfort. 

“E-boats,” announced a sailor. 


The atmosphere suddenly grew 


tense and wideawake. Men tight- 
ened their grips on weapons. A 
sailor hoisted a Lewis gun into 


place and cocked it. 
Our boats slipped steadily on 
through the quiet waters. Our 


motor was hardly audible. Then 
the German E-boats appeared close 


by, off to one side. They opened 
up with shots that pounced bright 
red off one or two of our boats. 
The fire now came from several 
angles. It was the first time most 
of us had ever been under direct 
enemy fire. We flattened against 
the armor plating of our craft. 
The E-boats kept up a running 
attack for 20 minutes. The night 
was alive with streaking tracers. 
It occurred to me that it was 
awkward to be traveling toward 
Germans with other Germans 
hanging on our heels. 
But the Royal Navy took care 
of our. unwanted traveling com- 
panions. The destroyers popped up 
with a barrage that sent the 
E-boats scurrying off like sea rats. 


Allied Planes Bomb Port. 

Aircraft drummed overhead, by 
this time heading south, They were 
the first of the bombers heading 
for Dieppe and in a few minutes 
great explosions shook the French 
Channel] shore as they unloaded 
bombs on the port. 

Nazi anti-aircraft defenses 
barked at the skies, and the hap- 
hazard patterns of tracer flak 
criss-crossed a horizon that showed 
the first streaks of dawn. 

They made a brilliant chandelier 
over Dieppe. Two searchlights 
probed for bombers dodging the 
anti-aircraft fire. Other bombers 
went in, squadron after squadron. 

The flashes of bomb explosions 
in the town, within two miles of 
which we now had crept, revealed 
a concrete jetty at the harbor en- 
trance. 

The anti-aircraft fire was heav- 
jest from the cliff tops on both 
sides of the town. : 


other fleet of raiding craft bear- 
ing men of the Essex, Scottish 
Royal, Hamilton light infantry and 
the Calgary tank regiment to the 
main beach in front of Dieppe. 


Flash a Half Mile Long. 

There was a great roar as & 
concentration of high explosive 
and smoke bombs landed on the 
east of the headland near the har- 
bor with a blinding flash that 
seemed half a mile long. Black 
smoke billowed out and turned 
white as it curled along just above 
the sea to conceal our landing 
from the shore defenses. “ 

Crouching low, the Canadians 
got ready. Their faces were taut 
and their jaws were firm. We 
knew this wouldn’t be any party. 

We could see destroyers and gun 
boats creeping up behind the at- 
tack flotillas racing for the main 
shore. The flame and roar of the 
artillery told us that the naval 
bombardment of the town. had 
started. The Navy kept its torrent 
of shells pouring into Dieppe as 
we sped for the shore. 
Already some of the Canadians 
were landing at Puits as we 
headed for the beach at the base 
of the slope leading to the shore 
in a break between the chalk cliffs. 
To one side, fighter planes 
hopped in at sea level to blast with 
cannon and machine guns the 
hotels and buildings full of Ger- 
mans on the Dieppe esplanade. 
Dawn was breaking. The battle 
of Dieppe got hotter. 
We were to land in a matter of 
minutes. Through the smoke layers 
I looked up at the.white cliffs 
growing higher before us. 
Anti-aircraft gung up there clat- 
tered unceasingly. Machine guns 
drilled down bullets that clanged 
against the armor of our boat. By 
the time. our boat touched the 
beach thé din was at a crescendo. 


_ Attackers Out Down on Slope. 


I peered out at a silo n 
just in front of us ‘ae on 
ig to discover that it was 
covered with the fallen forms of 
men in battledress, The Royals 
ahead of us had been cut down as 
they stormed the slope. It came 
home to me only then that every 
one of these men had gone down 
under the bullets of the enemy at

fired back with everything. they 
had. One Canadian blazed away 
with an anti-tank rifle. 

The Germans held a couple of 
houses near the top of the slope 
and occupied some strong _ pill- 
boxes. At the top of their level 
they were able to pour fire into 
some of the boats, including ours. 
Severd] bursts from machine 


guns struck men‘in the middle of 


our craft. The boat’s ramp was 


lowered to permit the men with 
me to get ashore, but the German 
fire caught those who tried to 
make it. 


The remainder crouched inside, 
protected by armor and pouring a 
return fire at the Nazis. 

The Canadian shooting was dead- 


on, and half a dozen men in steel 
helmets and field gray uniforms 
toppled from the windows to the 
ground. * 

Other Germans made the mis- 
take of trying to change their po- 
sitions, only to be caught when 
sighted by the royal sharpshooters 


farmed with Bren guns. 


Caught by the unexpectedly in- 
tense Nazi fire, the Cariadians 
fought a heroic battle from those 
craft that were still nosed up on 
the beach. 


Eight or 10 in Boat Hit. 


IT lay behind a flimsy bit of plat- 
ing as héavy bullets cut through 
it a couple of feet above my head. 

An officer sitting next to me was 
firing hig sten gun. He got off a 
magazine and a half, killed at least 
one Nazi, and then was hit in the 
head. He fell forward, bleeding 
profusely. | 

A sailor next to him was wound- 
ed in the neck. Another got a bul- 
let through the shoulder. Those 
around the injured tied them up 
with field dressing. 

The enemy fire was murderous 
now, and the Canadian fire power 
was being reduced by casualties. 
There were eight or 10 in our boat 
who had been hit, and landing at 
this point seemed impossible. ° 

A naval officer with us decided 
to try to get the boat off the beach. 

On maneuvers there were times 
when it was a difficult task to do 


boat slid off and we eased away 
out of the hellish fire with a nerve- 
racking slowness. The Nazis 
pegged away at us for a half mile 
out. 


Some of Fiercest Fighting. 

That attempted landing was one 
of the fiercest events in the whole 
raid and was the only spot where 
the landing was temporarily re- 
pulsed. 

I'll remember forever the scene 
in that craft. Wounded men lying 
about, being attended by medical 
orderlies, oblivious to the fire: The 
heroism of the Royals as they 
fought back and strove as desper- 
ately as any men could to get on 
the beach and relieve their com- 
rades fighting ashore; the con- 
tempt of these men for danger and 
their fortitude when hit. — 

I never heard one man even cry 
out. ? 

During the whole raid there 
were no stauncher fighters than 
these Toronto soldiers. 

Off Dieppe the raid flotilla re- 
massed after putting troops ashore. 

Our wounded were sent to a hos- 
pital ship and I transferred to an- 
other assault landing craft, and 
then another and another. They 


\were floating about, doing jobs at 


different beaches. 

At one stage 15 soldiers and I 
tried to get onto one beach near 
Dieppe, but the German cliffside 
machine-gun posts, which later 
were wiped out, plastered us with- 
out hitting anyone, and we turned 
back out of range. 

Finally we got ashore for a few 
minutes right in front of. the 
Dieppe esplanade. The smoke 
screen was so thick, though, that 
one couldn’t see much of the town, 
and we teok off again. 

The area in front of the town 
looked like a battleground of the 
fst World War, broken buildings 
gutted or burning in all sections. 

Heavy Air Attack by Nazis. 

By 10 a. m. the Canadians, many 

of their actions led by’ tanks, 
seemed to have the town well un- 
der control, and to have stabilized 
the situations on the beaches. 
. Then, 50 minutes later, the Nazis 
sprang their one heavy attack by 
air. For 45 minutes Stukas, Dor- 
niers, Heinkelg and fighters swept 
up from the gouth and attacked 
the fleet, whose terrific bombard- 
ment I had been watching from 
an assault craft just off the main 
Dieppe beach. 

Earlier the enemy had sent over 


the British air forces and had re- 
sorted only to minor mac 


gun- 
ning and inaccurate bombing.

LONDON, Aug. 20 (AP).— 


Storming the French coast. -at 
Dieppe in the biggest operation of 
its kind in this war, American, 
Canadian, British and Fighting 
French units carried out a com- 
plete test of what must be done to 
insure a successful landing on the 
continent. 


And it was the perfect harmony 


of the sea, land and air forces 
which made it possible. 


Overhead British planes gave 


the - biggest demonstration of an 
air umbrella that I have ever seen. 
Spitfires and Hurricanes roared by 
in bunches. Scores of times it was. 
impossible to see the full extent 
of the sky battle which ranged far 
and wide. over the district con- 
cerned. 


Germans Draw First Blood. 
But we did not have to wait long 


for the first victory—it was a case, 


of first blood for the Nazis as a 
Spitfire came down in a straight 
dive into the sea. In a moment we 
had revenge as. we saw first one 


and then two Nazi planes crashing 
down and a white parachute trail- 


ing across the sky to show where 
another German had bailed out. 


The official figures showing 
relatively a 50-50 ratio of air cas] 


ualties do not reflect the picture of 


Dieppe Bay where, although bombs 
splashed in the sea around us, 


never for one moment was there 
doubt of the safety of the vast 


scattered fleet of all types of craft 
which lay at anchor or drifted hour 
after hour unchallenged except by 
the defenders'on shore whose ma- 
chine guns continued to make the 
approaches of landing craft a gam- 


ble with death. 
No Mere Commando Raid. 
From the minute that the assault 
units stormed the beaches on the 
French coast it was evident that 
this was no mere Commando 
raind, not even a glorified one. 


It was a full-dress rehearsal for 


invasion of the Continent. It 


proved that the fighting men of 
the United Nations can land in Eu- 
rope, carry the toughest defenses 
by storm and even capture and 


hold the beachhead for hours to 


permit debarkation of plenty of 


divisions to carry the battle fur- 
ther. 

The gray spots in the colorful 
picture provide valuable lessons 
for our men. They learned in the 


hard school of hand-to-hand ex- 


perience what methods work best 
and what fail. 
Proved Germans Ready. 


The attion proved that the Ger- 
man commander in Western Eu- 
rope, Field Marshal Gerd von 
Rundstedt, was not lying when he

Periodically we were strafed by 
Nazi fighters. When we finally 
cast off, squadrons of Bostons fly- 
ing very low were sweeping in- 
land to bomb the second line of 
German defenses, 

Dorniers Attack, 

Hard and dangerous in the sum- 
mer air we heard the broken beat 
that characterizes the motor of 
heavy German bombers, 

Four Dornier 17Zs flying at 
about 6000 feet in echelon, headed 
toward the long lines of British 
ships. Ship by ship, anti-aircraft 
guns opened fire and tracer bul- 
lets cut sharp patterns into the 


The Dorniers looked big and very 


black as they roared closer. Our 


little ship jumped under the recoil 
of her Oerlichon (antiaircraft gun) 
and machine guns. 

The leading bomber swerved 


slightly and out of its belly tum- 
bled four bombs. You could see 
them dropping slowly ahead and to 
port. They landed with explosions 
that nearly lifted us out of the 
water. The second and third bomb- 
ers dropped their loads, but anti- 


aircraft fire drove off the fourth. 


The bombs missed their targets 
but by now everyone was watch- 
ing the Dorniers, The first was 
blazing from hits by antiaircraft 
shells as the others were hotly 


pursued by three Spitfires.

Sometimes the Nazis picked pe- 
culiar targets.

The complaint ‘set out that 11 
charwomen and two stockroom em- 


ployes were fired in June for union 
activity. It alleged the company 
has engaged in surveillance of its 
employes to discover union activity, 
and has employed secret operatives 
to report on union inclinations of 
employes. , 

The employes dismissed, Meach- 
am said, were members of the CIO 
union, The AFL charges, he added, 
related principally to conditions at 
the company’s warehouse at Mar- 
ket street and Spring avenue. — 

About 30 furniture handlers went 
on strike at the warehouse. last 
month. The company said the 
cause was a union jurisdictional 
dispute.

A suit-in which the Mills Person- 


| nel Service is seeking to collect a 


commission from a war plant 
worker who claims he got his job 
on his own initiative, without as- 
from the employment 
agency, is to be decided Tuesday 
by Justice of the Peace John Wes- 
ley Ward Jr, at Clayton.

7 Case Under Advisement. 

The case pending before Ward 
was heard by him last week and 
taken under advisement, ’ Mikulin 
testified he signed the Mills 
agency’s contract Jan. 19, 1941, and 
on Jan. 2, 1942, went to work for 
the Emerson company, but, he 
maintained, the employment serv- 
ice did not get him his job. 

His testimony was that he went 
to the Mills agency in response 
to a newspaper advertisement for 
a personnel worker and filled out 
an application for the job, along 
with a contract in which he agreed 
to pay the agency’s fee if he 
should obtain a job, within one 
year, from the firm to which they 
would recommend him. 

Nothing was said at that time, 
Mikulin said, about the Emerson 
company, but he was told that a 
man wauld come to St. Louis to 
interview him. He heard nothing 
further about the matter until the 
following June, when the agency 
referred him to the Emerson com- 
pany. 

There he was offered a job at 
$140 a month, Mikulin said, but 
refused it because he wag. already 
earning more than that, he said. 
On, several later occasions he re 
newed his application with the 
Emerson firm, however, and in 
December he was offered a job 
at $150 a month, which he accept- 
ed, and two weeks later he went 
to work.

Federa}] Grand Jury, investigating 
the publication of allegedly confi- 
dential information on the battle 
of Midway by the Chicago Tribune, 
the New York Daily News and the 
Washington Post, decided no vio- 
lation of law had been disclosed. 

A statement by William D. 
Mitchell, special assistant to the 
Attorney General, issued yesterday 
at conclusion of the five-day in- 
quiry said: . 

“The grand jury considering the 
matter of the publication on June 
7 in the Chicago Tribune and 
other newspapers of an article re- 
lating to the Japanese fleet in the 
Midway battle, has decided that 
no indictment should be returned.” 

The statement. said that “the 
jury has considered the case fully 
and its conclusion that no viola- 
tion of law was disclosed settles 
the matter.” 

Mitchell added: “I was asked by 
the Attorney General to come out 
here and conduct the inquiry, and 
in so doing, to see that the grand 
jury had before them all the facts. 
I have conducted the inquiry as 
fully and fairly as I know how. 
Those under investigation were 
given the’ unusual privilege of ap- 
pearing before the grand jury and 
explaining their connection with 
the incident.” 

Mitchell, who was Attorney Gen- 

eral under President Hoover, re- 
ferred to the fact that witnesses 
before the grand jury included five 
newspaper men. They were J. Loy 
Maloney, managing editor of the 
Tribune; Stanley Johnston, war 
correspondent; Wayne Thomis, Tri- 
bune aviation editor who assisted 
in the preparation of the article; 
Ralph Sharp, night news editor of 
the New York Daily News; and 
Frank Waldrop, foreign and politi- 
cal editor of the Washington Times 
Herald, 
° On page one of final editions of 
the Tribune today appeared a car- 
toon in color depicting the top of 
Tribune Tower with the American 
flag flying and no wording other 
than the caption: “The Citidel.” 

Robert R. McCormick, editor and 
publisher of the Tribune,.said: 

“T never had the slightest fear 
of an indictment. I have known 
Maloney for nearly 25 years, and 
when I confided the Tribune’s hon- 
or to him it was with a thorough 
knowledge of his character. 

“Johnston, I have only seen a 
few times, but his record of hero- 
ism and the impression he made 
upon all who came in contact with 
him furnished a complete guaran- 
tee of his integrity. 

“The attitude of the Tribune is 
today what it was before the grand 
jury investigation was launched 
and as it was the day after Pearl 
Harbor. Our whole effort is to win 
the war and we will not indulge 
in any factionalism excepting in- 
sofar as we are persecuted and 
have to defend ourselves.”

Hundreds Watch Planes Cross.

Gunfire and explosions could be 
heard plainly on the English side. 
Newhaven is 64 miles from Dieppe, 
a trip of four to five hours for 
the popular channel steamers 
which carried holiday throngs to.

I thought I was a goner, 
but I recovered, thinking myself 
lucky ‘to escape until I put my hand 
to my face and discovered some- 
thing wet and hot, Then my chest 
felt wet. 1 realized I had been 
shrapneled in the left side of my 
face and the right side of my chest, 
but they did not hurt for hours. 

Firing continued for many. min- 
utes more. Four different men 
were put in our front gun turret, 
and each’ was’ wounded succes- 
sively, Finally, all guns aboard 
were silénced at the same time. 
The flakship fell silent, thinking 
doubtless that our gunboat was 
sunk. Why she wasn’t I can’t un- 
derstand. , Certainly she was holed 
plenty, but for some time she con- 
tinued toward the coast, meanwhile 
dropping a landing party headed 
by a Commando commander. 

- Furious German Assault. 

Then our damaged motors 
stopped, For, some time we drifted 
toward the vicinity of the flak- 
ships and German coastal batteries 
but later we were towed away by 
an American-made landing craft. 

The fury of the German assault 
on our fleet made me wonder 
what was occurring with the Brit- 
ish-American land troops. 

They had suffered losses but had 
managed to réach shore, struggle 
up clefts in the cliff and make an 
encircling movement on the Belle- 
ville-Berneville district four miles 
east of Dieppe. They wrecked bat- 
teries which otherwise would have 
shelled the major landing party at 
Dieppe. . 

Similarly other Commando men 
carried out a diversion and silenced 
batteries west of Dieppe without 
running into such flak interference 
as our left wing. 

Dawn brought history’s greatest 
air battle. I watched numerous 
scrambled individual dogfights and 
saw many Focke-Wulfs and Mes- 
serschmitts go into “the drink,” 
along with some R, A. F. planes, 
but the record R. A. F. umbrella 
proved most effective. 

Lieut. Berry Chandler of Hous- 
ton, Tex., whose mother resides at 
Galveston, was piloting a spitfire 
which was shot down, but he was 
picked up quickly unhurt. 

“Everywhere we were it cer- 
tainly looked good. We saw plenty 
of Germans riddled. I think I got 
a couple myself,” he said. 

Iieut. Sam Junkin frém Mis- 
sissippi, who also was shot down, 
said: “I got my share before they 
got me. The fact that later Bos- 
tons flew over in daylight and 
dropped bombs on the Germans 
without hindrance proves the ef- 
fectiveness of the British and 
American fighter support.”

Although the Dieppe attack be- 
gan early yesterday morning, Ha- 
vas news agency did not release the 
first news to waiting newspapers 
at 9:30 p. m. in the form of three 
dispatches date-lined Berlin, fol- 
lowed by a German announcement 
of “a total setback” and re-embark- 
ment of “a major part” of the 
landing parties. 

A main theme of editorial specu- 
lation in the unoccupied zone was 
whether the Dieppe raid was liable 
to “raise a fever” in French public 
opinion and “create domestic move- 
ments” that would add to France’s 
internal divisions. Only one paper, 
Le Moniteur, derided the Ameri- 
cans and British, speaking of “hesi- 
tations” and a “critical position” in 
both Washington and London, 

La Venir said, “If this diversion 
tactic—which may be renewed, by 
the way—was liable to raise a fever 
in our minds, disturb the realtities 
of war and create domestic move- 
ments adding their divisions to 
those stemming from our misfor- 
tune, England would not consider 
the operation too costly.” 

Krug von Nidda, German consul 
general in Vichy, called on Chief 
of State Henri Philippe Petain this 
morning to report to him on the 
Dieppe raid.

"Best Seen So Far, R. A. F. Pilot Says 


Key Nazi — in Dieppe 
Area Wrecked by ‘In- 
credible’ Accuracy of 
Flying Fortresses.

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
ARMY FORCES IN BRITAIN, 
Aug. 20 (AP).—While Flying Fort- 
ress bombers of the United States 
Army were knocking out the larg- 
est German fighter field in the 
Dieppe’ area yesterday, United 
States fighter pilots scored three 
probable victories in one-of the 
war’s biggest air shows. 


Altogether the Allies made 2500). 


sorties from dawn to dusk yester- 
day. (In aviation terms, a sortie 
is one flight by one plane). 

The American fighter pilots 
came home with sore necks and 
experience crowded into one day 
which might have taken weeks of 
non-combat training to match. 
They made four trips across. the 
channel, spendirig more than six 
hours in the air, much of that time 
in combat. 


Praise for Americans. 


Veteran Royal Air Force flyers 
praised the behavior of the Ameri- 
can pilots under fire in a battle 
which the British agreed “far ex- 
ceeded any show put on in this war 
by the fighter command/ even in- 
cluding the dark days in the battle 
of Britain.” 

Capt. Frank Hill, 23 years old, of 
Hillsdale, N, J., shot down a Focke- 
Wulf 190, Germany’s fast new 
fighter, for the first American 
fighter victory of the war but did 
not see it crash and so claimed 
only a “probable.” The names of 
the other two pilots claiming 
“probables” were not immediately 
available. 

One of the outstanding feats of 
the entire Dieppe air operations 
was the Flying Fortress attack on 
the key German airdrome at Abbe- 
ville, 38 miles from Dieppe. A 
British pilot who flew in one of 
the escorting Spitfires described 
the assault as “simply incredible.” 

“We were flying top cover (in 
the highest layer of the covering 
planes) and could see the whole 
show,” the pilot said. 


‘Hit Everything on Field.’ 

“Those Fortress fellows hit 
everything on. that airfield. Their 
bombs fell perfectly, from a great 
height, - directly on the hangars, 
buildings and key spots, with only 
one stick wide, and that hit a 
runway.

U, S, FLYER MUSTAN

Dean said he got three “good 
squirts” at an F'W-190 but did not 
know if they did any damage and 
so he made no claims. 

“It was a wonderful show,” he 
continued. “I saw an FW-190 get 
a direct hit with an anti-aircraft 
shell about 400 yards in front of 
me and all that was left were little 
black pieces falling to the ground.”

Poles Get Nine Planes. 

One of the best records of the 
day was turned in by a Polish 
squadron which destroyed nine 
German planes and probably three 
others, 

The American and British pilots 
agreed that the Germans seldom 
joined in combat except when 
forced to fight. The Nazis, they 
said, concentrated on bombing and 
strafing ships in the Dieppe har- 
bor. 


“The Germans in the FW-190’s 
dived down on us and then climbed 
up or ran to avoid a fight. My 
back ig almost broken from look- 
ing behind me.” 

Lieut. Alvin D. Callender, 24, of 
Lake Providence, La., added this: 

“American planes for the most 
part flew in a low cover (the bot- 
tom layer of fighters) below 1000 
feet and the pilots got occasional 
glimpses of fighting on the 
ground.” 

Fighting on Ground. 

One glimpse of fighting on the 
ground was enough for both the 
British and American pilots. 

“Boy, I wouldn’t have been down 
there for a million dollars,” said 
Lieut. Robert English of Van Wert, 
O., who had half the tail shot off 
his plane by a cannon shell. His 
ship rolled over twice and out of 
control in the air but English fi- 
nally righted it and brought it 
home. 

Lieut. Earl Reichert, 27, of Mans- 
field, O., said he never had had 
“to twist a plane around so much 
in my life.” 

“Those guys sure were playing 
rough down there,” he added. 
“Stuff was exploding all over the 
place. Not for me.” 


PLANE HITS CANAL ZONE TUG, 
EIGHT NAVY FLYERS KILLED 


COCO SOLO NAVAL BASE, 
PANAMA CANAL ZONE, Aug. 20 
(AP).—Naval authorities an- 
nounced last night eight members 
of the 10-man crew were killed 
yesterday morning when their 
patrol bomber crashed into the 
Panama Canal tug boat Alajuela. 

Four members of the tug’s crew 
also were reported killed. Author- 
ities said the accident occurred at 
dawn, apparently when the plane 
was making a take-off run near 
Coco Solo mole. They said the 
plane crushed the tug’s wheel- 
house, killing the skipper, William 
Nebitt, formerly of Spring Lake, 
N. J., and Pilot William Tredick, 
formerly of Haddonfield, N. J. 

The steel-hulled tug burst into 
flames and it was’ some time be- 
fore the fire was controlled suffi- 
ciently for the vessel to be towed 
to a pier. Two.other crew mem- 
bers were dead when taken off 
the boat and several more were 
taken to a hospital for treatment 
of severe burns.

N the morning the gowned fella-

r. ” 

In the messes the Prime Min- 
ister talked to the tank men. 
Pretty soon, he said, they would 
get their tanks—good tanks, big 
tanks, with big guns capable of 
dealing ‘with German tanks. 

He told them how at the time 
of the fall of Tobruk he was in 
Washington and how Roosevelt 
asked him, “What can we do for 
you?” And how he said tanks was 
the answer.

What Fortresses Did. +

assigned to them. These Fortress- 
es, thanks to their great range, 
have been able to come fully 
around the world, in both eastern 
and western directions and take up 
the burden of the defense and re- 
covery of the empire. They have 
battered Japanese convoys and 
Armadas, laid waste Japanese air- 
‘fields and carried the offensive 
into the deepest corners of China, 
Japan and Malaya. Britain has 
been able to make 1000-bomber 
raids on Germany. 

American bomber raids have 
been worldwide. It was due to a 
big Fortress raid on Rabaul—I was 
present at the briefing of the 
crews and their return to their 
base—that the American Navy and 
marines were able to count on a 
landing on the Solomons.

The Wealth That Lies in Junk, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE junk business is either a legiti- 

mate business or it isn’t. When the 
United States starts drives for scrap and 
sidetracks the established channels for 
gathering scrap, the people in the junk 
business have legitimate right to raise a 
yowl, and perhaps the public loses! 

When scrap is collected in a different 
way, and delivered to irresponsible per- 
sons, great clouds of suspicion rest on 
the whole effort. A letter writer in this 
column complains because a service sta- 
tion man regrooved and sold a tire that 
was thrown on the altar of Uncle Sam. 

The service station man asks: Just 
what is wrong about that? In a few 
weeks more the tires will be jn the junk 
pile for keeps, the remaining mileage 
having been extracted. The service sta- 
tion man collected average wages for 
regrooving, and in many cases, having 
a conscience, replaced them in the scrap 
pile with equivalent scrap shoes. 

The junk business is an industry re- 
quiring a very high order of ability. The 
U. 8S. A, is not as smart as Henry Ford. 
He hated to see the smoke rising from 
piles of unsaleable scrap, so he had his 
engineers work on the problem, and that 
is how the plastic condenser box came 
to take the place of the wooden box that 
used to be on the Lizzie’s dashboard. 

Recognize, organize and regulate the 
gathering of scrap and junk. Emanci- 
pate this most miserably paid of all 
labor from its poverty. Establish re- 
search laboratories for reclamation. Who 
knows how to utilize galvanized steel 
scrap? Who knows how to utilize cel- 
luloid and acetate scrap? 

What of the bark, sapwood and saw-

lions of acres of saw-palmetto? Almost 
any vegetable product transforms cheap- 
ly into alcohol.

The action was a military laboratory test carried 
out on the location: where this biggest of all wars 
has to be settled—the European continent. Every 
American was a carefully picked man from among 
thousands of volunteers and must have known that 
he was going on a desperate mission, for Dieppe, a 
U-boat and light warship base, was no setup. The 
Rangers, as the Americans were called, earned im- 
mortal fame along with their allies as they braved 
a baptism of fire that included harbor and land 
mines, pillboxes, artillery batteries, machine-gun 
nests and fortified houses. f | 

It was no mere stealthy commando raid. It was 
a major landing operation and a crutial test of how 
well air and sea power could support it. It took care- 
ful planning and it took guts to carry it out. Had it 
turned into a rout and a debacle, as Berlin quite 
naturally blatted, the Americans and their allies 
would not have been able to fight for nine hours 
against seasoned troops:in well-prepared positions. 

This action, when all the many unit reports on 
gains, losses and good and bad points are sifted and 
weighed, will be a guide for the future. Invaluable 
experience has been gained. Small as it may have 
been in comparison with the mass of armed men in 
Britain, it should lift the morale of them all and 
answer the popular clamor for action. 

Even the best troops suffer from inaction. It isa 
military axiom that ahy idle army rusts. Training 
camp days become dreary after a time and can 
never take the place of actual fighting. The Ameri- 
cans who have returned from this action have 
undergone trial by battle and emérged with an elan 
that will carry them confidently into more and 
bigger such actions when the time comes—as it soon 
will. They will infect other troops, yet untried, with 
this fighting spirit. They will furnish leaders. 

Despite all that is said about “bombing Germany 
to defeat” without even landing infantry, artillery 
and tanks, air power is not yet strong enough to win 
by itself. Yesterday’s raid may well be a sample of 
how the war will be fought. As Joseph Harsch, the 
Christian Science Monitor’s military writer, put it 
in his “Pattern of Conquest” a year ago, the war 
can be won by “dealing quick, hard jabs into the 
periphery of Germany’s area of control.”

A BREAK FOR THE TAX-DODGERS. 

It was disclosed\last February that sales-tax eva- 
sion was widespread among Missouri liquor dealers, 
and that the State had lost more than $600,000 in 
the St. Louis area alone as a result. State authori- 
ties went into action, and have now collected about 
half of the amount past due. One of the strongest 
weapons in this campaign was the State’s refusal 
to renew the licenses of delinquent dealers. It ap- 
pears, however, on the basis of a ruling by Attor- 
ney General McKittrick that this weapon.can no 
longer be used. 

In a case originating in St. Louis, McKittrick up- 
holds the contention of Liquor Supervisor Hender- 
son that the statute gives him no authority to with- 
hold licenses for failure to pay the sales tax. 
However, the Liquor Control Act says that the Su- 
pervisor “shall have the authority to suspend or 
revoke for cause all such licenses.” It also says 
that no person shall be granted a license unless 
he is of good character, a legal voter and “a tax- 
paying citizen of the county, town, city or village.”

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A TRIBUTE TO CONDUCTOR CHARLES STROUD. 
A possible sequel to the lynching of Cleo Wright 
was averted by the alert and courageous action of 


Charles Stroud of Chaffee, Mo., conductor of the 


Memphian, a Frisco train. When a Negro minister, 
who had been denouncing the Cleo Wright lynching 
in his sermons, sought refuge from a mob, Stroud 
locked him in a washroom, When the mob, consist- 
ing of youths, boarded the train and attempted to 
break down the washroom door, Stroud took com- 
mand of the situation, warned the mobsters they. 
were on railroad property and told them to “get the 
hell off the train.” They got off. | 

How Stroud handled himself in this crisis is in 
marked contrast to the way the police of Sikeston 
last January permitted the already desperately 
wounded Wright to be taken out of the detention 
room of the City Hall. Wright was dragged through 
the streets behind an automobile and then doused 
with gasoline and set afire. Although there was a 
perfunctory local grand jury investigation and, later 
a Federal grand jury inquiry, nothing has been done 
to prosecute the responsible persons. 


There is no doubt that Cleo Wright committed an | 


atrocious crime, He entered the home of a woman 
whose husband was in the Army, stabbed her and 
later stabbed a policeman. Wright was a bad actor 
and a menace to the community. But, at the time 
of the lynching, he was safely imprisoned and, 
besides, had been wounded so badly that his death 
was probably only a matter of hours. Courageous 
police action—the kind of action shown by Con- 
ductor Stroud—could have prevented the lynching 
and saved Sikeston from the obloquy it suffers 
because of it. 

Stroud’s action is in the best tradition of railroad- 
ing, which makes the conductor the undisputed boss 
eg train. Too bad-a man of his character wasn't

HE cotton country of Swampeast Mis- 

souri is now a sort of proving ground 

for the Farm Security Administration. 
After the much publicized roadside sit-down 
strike of January, 1989, landowners and 
others recognized that grave dislocations 
among croppers and tenants, rather than 
radical agitation, had caused the demon- 
stration. 

Farm Security, of course, is the New 
Deal agency whose function it is to assist 
displaced and distressed farm people. So it 
transpired that during 1939 and 1940 the 
FSA was permitted to move into Swamp- 
east Missouri in a very big way. 

The agency came in with the assent and 
approval of nearly all Swampeast Missouri- 
ans of high and low degree, Its work ex- 
panded until, in 1941, more than a fourth 
of the farm families in the cotton area were 
FSA. “clients” of one sort or another. So 
varied and omnipresent have been the ac- 
tivities of the agency that almost everyone, 
in the towns and out on the land, has 
grown to be FSA-conscious. | 

Naturally, attitudes toward all this su- 
perimposed activity have varied according 
to the bias or interest of the individual, 
but everyone has reacted somehow. On the 
whole, I should say that the reaction has 
been friendly, or at least tolerant, until re- 
cent months, 

Mistakes enough were made in the be- 
ginning, but these were no more than one 
would expect of a governmental uplift bu- 
reau embarked on new and unexplored en- 
deavor. The administrators would learn 
by trial and error, it was hoped, and gradu- 
ally rationalize their procedure. In any 
event, the social problems of the area had 
plainly got too big for local handling, and

‘Slices of meat loaf can be rolled 
into cornucopias, filled with a 
savory dressing, vegetables or 
diced fruit, and baked for 15 to 
20 minutes. Slices of bologna made 
into cornucopias and filled with 
baked beans will make a hit, and 
the entire meal can be prepared 
in 20 minutes, 

Round slices of pressed ham loaf, 
salami, bologna, or meat loaf can 
be pan-fried until the edges curl, 
then scrambled eggs spooned into 
the meat cups for a quick sum- 
mer supper. 

Add cubes of salami, cervelat, 
loaf or bologna to a hot potato 
salad. Cubes of these or other 
table-ready meats can be browned 
in melted ‘butter and added to 
spaghetti and tomato sauce or to 
a noodle casserole. . 

Cut one-fourth inch thick sliced 
lunch meat into julienne strips and 
add to a casserole of escalloped 
macaroni, Or julienne strips 'can 
be cut from leftover cold meats 
— added to crisp vegetable sal- 
ads. 

Chopped meat loaf or sandwich 
meat added to creamed hard 
cooked eggs are. delicious when 
served on toast.

Braunschweiger Brochettes. 

One pound braunschweiger, one- 
fourth pound bacon, two tomatoes, 
six very small onions. 

Cut braunschweiger into one-inch 
cubes and the bacon slices into 
inch pieces. Cut each tomato into 
six wedges. On a small skewer 
alternate pieces of braunschweiger, 
bacon and tomato. Repeat until 
skewer is filled. Place one small 
onion on the tip end. Brush lightly 
with melted butter and broil three 
inches from ‘source of heat about 
‘five minutes on each side or until 
bacon is crisp. Turn once. Season 
with salt.just before serving. 

Barbecued Pot Roast of Beef. 

One pound pot roast of beef, two 
medium size onions, two table- 
spoons vinegar, two tablespoons 
Worcestershire sauce, one teaspoon 
salt, one teaspoon paprika, one- 
fourth teaspoon chili powder, three- 
fourths cup catsup, three-fourths 
cup water. 

Slice onions very thin. “Place in 
a heavy skillet with all ingredients 
except pot roast of beef. Cover 
tightly and simmer slowly about 
one hour. Add slices of pot roast 
of beef. Heat 10 minutes longer. 
This becomes like shredded beef in 
@ sauce, Serve over hot rice or on 
hominy. For barbecued beef sand- 
wiches, add only one cup of sauce 
to the meat. This makes a thick 
filling for a sandwich. 

French Toastwich. 

Make sandwiches of bread, using 
one slice of meat loaf and one slice 
of cheese as the filling. Dip each 


}sandwich into a mixture made of 


one slightly beaten egg and one- 
half cup milk. Pan fry in a small 
amount of butter over slow heat.

Lieut. Edward FP. Clark of 
Omaha, the pilot, had suffered a 
broken ankle, and his co-pilot, 
LTdeut. Joseph Donaldson of Rose- 
bud, Tex., a crushed leg. Sergt. 
Michaelis’ nose was broken, Sergt. 
Don B. Harris had a broken hand, 
and lost the tip of one finger, 

Those less seriously injured 
ripped out the bomber’s windows, 
and, with a parachute cord, 
fashioned a splint for Lieut. Don- 
aldson’s leg. They wrapped him in 
a «sleeping bag and covered him 
with a parachute to keep him from 
freezing. For five days they 
waited, living on the canned ra- 
tions in the plane. 

Then Sergt. Michaelis and Sergt. 
Harris set out for help. They put 
a supply of food in a sleeping bag 
and carried it between them. 

“There was such fog hanging 
around that mountain I couldn't 
see ” Sergt. Michaelis 
said. “It cleared for a little while, 
but about three-fourths of the way 
down it closed in again. I could 
see only about 10 feet ahead. I fell 
and knocked myself out again. 

All-Night Storm. 

“Then we gathered up our rifle 
and rations and started walking 
again. It sleeted and stormed all 
night, and when we awoke we 
were in water. 

“Next day we walked, and finally 
we got down to a river. We 
thought we could make it to a 
beach we could see from a bluff, in 
another day. But it took us two 
and a half days.” 

Michaelis and Harris finally 
made their way ;to Anchorage. 
Five days after they started out, 
Lieut. Clark bound up his broken 
ankle and limped down the moun- 
tain: side. It took him three days 
to get below the timberline. For 


seven days he followed streams 
down a valley, ultimately finding 
assistance at a fisherman’s cabin. 


Rescue workers started back for 
Lieut. Donaldson after the serg- 
eants got out, but before Lieut. 
Clark had reached civilization. So 
difficult was the terrain that only 
three of the eight in the rescue 
party could reach the wrecked 
plane. Strapping Lieut. Donaldson 
to a litter, they brought him down 
safely; 21 days after the crash. 

The date of the crash was not 
given in the 4Gispatch. Sergt. 
Michaelis was reported missing 
June 1, and on June 17 his parents 
were notified that he was safe.

Paul’s mother inquired. “His Daddy gives his 25 cents each 
Saturday as an allowance. But Paul says other boys have more 
money than he does. “He has be- 
come angry at us. because we don’t 
offer him more. But I feel that 
25 cents per week is enough. We 
buy his books and clothes, so he: 
can spend all of jt for movies or 

candy.”

———— Please observe 
that Paul is angry at the very peo- 
ple who have generously given him 
his money. They weren't com- 
pelled to subsidize him. The law 
does not state that parents must 
furnish money to their children. 

. Yet Paul upbraids his father and 
mother. In effect, he is biting the hand that feeds him. Here 
you see a typical dangerous effect of the dole in politics, as 
well as the allowance plan in dealing’ with your children. You 
should train your youngsters for the type of society in which 
they will live. Don’t teach them to expect something for 
nothing, as by giving them an allowance. Life makes no allow- 
ance for anybody. The rule of nature is that those who work, 
shall enjoy the benefits of their toil and sweat. Never be 
guilty of educating your child to think that you, or society in 
general, owe him a living.

CHILDREN OUGHT to have money, however, so that they 
€an learn how to budget it and spend it wisely. Besides, it 
gives them more self-assurance and independence when they 
have their own funds. Offer jobs to your youngsters, there- 
fore, at reasonable rates of pay. But don’t give them an allow- 
ance. “Oh, but doesn’t that plan make the child want money 
for everything he does around the house?” somebody may prop- 
erly challenge me.’ Even if it did, this attitude on his part is 


, far superior to the “dole” psychology wherein he grumbles be- 


gause you don’t give him something for nothing. But it dowsn’t 
cause the child to become ultra mercenary if you separate rou- 
tine daily chores that are his normal iot, from a few special 
“pay” tasks. Under the latter heading should come window 
washing, lawn mowing, ironing and the week-end housecleaning.

NSTEAD of concert work her

“What we're trying to do is to 
make this program into a com- 
munity program, so that if clubs 
would like to be of some service in 
this way, we can furnish the mech- 
anisM.with which it can be done. 
The American Legion and the USO 
are among groups outside the 
camps that have co-operated with 
us already. All things we furnish 
are, of course, approved by the 
military. 

“I’m tremendously impressed 
with what the Midwest area and 
the St. Louis area office, under 
Mrs. Leland Ingham, is doing,” she 
added. “This is my first confer- 
ence in the Middle Western area, 
although I’ve visited camps and 
hospitals and chapters on the West 
Coast and up and down the East- 
ern seaboard.”

This 
is not due to wide vaccination 
against scarlet fever, but seems to 
be a natural example of ebb and 
flow. Scarlet fever may be a dis- 
appearing disease, or it may be 
due for an increase in virulence, 3
